Japs In Burma

NEW DELHI, July 2—A series of 
new damaging aerial attacks on 
Japanese defense positions and in­ 
stallations in Burma were announc­ 
ed today by the British India com­ 
mand.

War ( onus First 
We can nevei lose sight of the 
fact that we art engaged in a war. 
Our first concern is to win. 
Keep­ 
ing our manpower at peak effi­ 
ciency is necessary. 
Our fighting 
men must have first choice of all 
ne( essities. 
The government sees 
that our soldiers get the best of 
everything. What is left goes to the 
civilian population. There is enough 
but its fair distribution cannot be 
left to chance. 
Civilian manpower must back up 
fighting manpower. 
Therefore, the 
war workers on the home front, 
and those with less important jobs, 
must have their share of vital com­ 
modities. 
If this division were left 
to the individual, there would be 
too many selfish and thoughuless 
people who w*3Uld first see that they 
got everything they could possibly 
need. 
Consequently, a plan to di­ 
vide all scarce items on the basis 
of fairness and need has been de­ 
vised. 
This is rationing. 
R ationing Is Sharing 
Rationing 
distributes 
available 
supplies to all. not just to those 
who can pay high prices for$fccarce 
goods. 
An example of this is the 
shoe situation. 
Heavy supplies are 
needed for the armed forces. When 
they are taken care of, little re­ 
mains for civilians. 
Without ra­ 
tioning. the well-to-do would rush 
to buy more than 
they needed, 
leaving little for others. Under ra­ 
tioning. however, everyone is given 
the 
same 
opportunity 
to 
obtain 
shoes. 
This is the democratic way. 
Some people however, refuse to 
abide by the rules. 
Others take 
advantage of this fact to operate 
black markets. These make scarci­ 
ties worse and create new scarcities 
where none existed before. 
An ex- 
^ ample is the meat situation. 
Sup- 
‘ plies are cut down, thus hurting 
soldiers and honest civilians. 
Live­ 
stock. often Jlaughtered under un­ 
sanitary conditions, may be un­ 
healthy. 
Our soldiers are deprived 
of such medical supplies as surgical 
sutures, adrenalin and insulin: also 
gelatin, hides and fats. 
If every­ 
one would cooperate, none would 
lose out. 
Econom ic and Prices In Peace-Tim e 
Before defer,ding price-fixing, I 
wish to discuss some economic rules 
connected with prices, production 
and inflation. 
I say “’rules”, out 
there are so many modifying fac­ 
tors that they do not alwavs work 
out. 
Under normal economic con­ 
ditions, production and the amount 
of money in circulation are kept in 
balance through prices. If there is 
an increase' in money because of 
higher wages orr greater employ­ 
ment, there will be more money 
than products. 
People will bid for 
these products and this will cause 
prices to rise. 
If this continues, 
there is inflation. 
In normal times, however, these 
higher prices will cause increased 


produit ion because of the greater 
opportunity for profits. 
As more 
products appear on 
the market, 
price.*- 
decline. 
Production 
and ; 
prices will continue at an even level • 
until something occurs 
to 
throw 
them out of balance. 
It can be: 
! seen that one wav to head off in­ 
flation is to lei production rise with 
prices. 
War and Inflation 
Wartimes are not 
normal, and 
economic rules are modified. 
Pro- , 
duction for civilian consumers is: 
secondary to military needs, 
Many j 
lines are cut out altogether. 
For 
instance, automobiles, radios and I 
refrigerators have not been manu­ 
factured since our entry into the 
war. 
Payrolls, however, are much 
larger adn there is mote money 
than ever in circulation. 
As 
previously 
explained, 
when 
money increases, prices, then pro­ 
duction. should rise, followed by a 
fall in prices back to normal. But 
today civilian production is strictly 
regulated as to quantity and type 
and cannot be allowed to rise with 
prices. 
Therefore people bid for 
what products there are. prices go 
up. and inflation sets in notwith­ 
standing rationing. 
Price-Fixing Is the Animer 
Inflation 
discriminates 
against 
those whose incomes have not kept 
pace with rising prices. 
It is a 
major cause of the postwar crashes. 
During the last war. the then ad­ 
ministration let prices take their 
course. 
Sugar prices, for example, 
rose to some five times above nor­ 
mal. 
Peace came, prices fell, and 
sugar holders had to take losses. 
This was especialy bad in instances 
where sugar was purchased on bor­ 
rowed money. The loans could not 
be paid and banks "were weakened 
and many even failed 
By fixing prices, the evils of infla­ 
tion may be avoided and the in­ 
evitable postwar crash can be de­ 
layed and made less harmful. Both 
price-fixing and rationing are fair | 
and necessary for the ypars of war 
and can help to avert the depres­ 
sions which have always followed 
war. Therefore, it is important that j 
everyone cooperate in obeying the 
rules of rationing and price-fixing. |

ny-Ludlum Steel corporation's Bra^ 
kenridge plant and the Aliquippa 
works of the Jones and Laughlin 
Steel corporation. 
Nelson, liere to launch the nation­ 
wide “ Steel for Victory” drive, told 
a management and 
labor dinner 
last, night that the sreel industry 
had produced a “ prodigious amount 
of material,” but added that if every 
man “ worked just a little bit harder 
victory would be that much closer” . 
The chief of the country’s war 
production program said he saw an 
opportunity in the present trend 
of military alfairs for the United 
Nations to "demoralize the enemy” 
However, he cautioned against any 
relaxation of effort since the “ pro­ 
duction ba’tle isn't anywhere near 
an end yet”. 
Nelson predicted air raids in the 
near iuture 011 the enemy that will 
"surpass even the devastating Ruhr 
raids”. 
To accomplish this, he said, called 
for a “ renewed production effort 
going far beyond anything we have 
yet, achieved.” 
Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO and United Steelworkers of 
America, immediately pledged the 
utmost co-operation of his workers 
with management in an attempt 
to give the nation’s fighting forces 
the 2.000.000 extra tons of steel de­ 
manded by Nelson. 
“ It is in the spirit of co-operation 
that, the U SW wants to tackle the 
latest production challenge. 
Labor 
and management must pull togeth­ 
er as never before, to attain the 
new goal set before |,is. We on the 
home front will see* to it ,hat the 
American soldiers do not go into 
battle empty-handed,” Murray de­ 
clared at the dinner.
